than this so-called human mind, 
from a source outside tho individ- 
ual.Christian Science reveals the na- 
ture and character of this source 
and teaches an Infinite God who 
is Spirit. 
In- Science and Health, 
as the premise of her argument, 
Mrs. Eddy defines God, and on 
page 587 ot this textbook, you wilt 
find the definition in these words:

are beginning the process of heal- 
ing, 
tho liberation from the bonds 


of fear and Bin which have Im- 
posed sickness, sorrow, poverty, 
and loss upon us. 
Christian Science, In Its teaching, 


neither- covers, condones, nor Ig- 
nores evil. No system of teaching 
so unflinchingly, so uncomprom- 
isingly uncovers the true nature 
and character of evil nor deals with 
its claims so radically as does Chris- 
tian Science; no system of teach- 
ing makes stronger demands upon 
its honest adherents for probity 
and virtue and loyalty in all their 
ways. 
It ia even true that Chris- 
tian Science recognizes absolutely 
nr> forgiveness of sin save in that 
wUch is the only full and free for- 
giveness possible, the destruction 
of sin; It Is unquestionably neces- 
sary today to understand the na- 
t -re and character 
of 
what 
is 
termed evil and to deal with It 
radically, unflinchingly, effectively. 
I Insist, however, that one can ar- 
rive at a satisfactory and enlight- 
ening knowledge of evil and Its 
claims only by considering it In the 
light of the right Idea of God, by 
recognizing It as the logical and ex- 
act, yet unreal, opposite of God, 
or good.

Mrs. Eddy states clearly that she 
gained her' knowledge of divine 
Principle directly from the Scrip- 
tures. This amazes a world which 
has been Blow to recognize the 
Bible as a treasure house of scien- 
tific 
learning. 
Over and 
over 
again, in Its pages there are fine, 
simple, strong statements of the 
true nature and character of the 
dlvino-creation—of the healing and 
regenerative power of the knowl- 
edge of God, good, when applied 
directly to human affairs and relied 
upon to govern the lives of men. 
Why do Christian Scientists accept 
the Bible as 'a practical guide to 
life eternal, you may ask?

But even a 
glimpse of the spiritual meaning

single Scriptural passage, such as 
the First Commandment, can and 
does illumine human experience 
with celestial light and begins at 
once to dissipate the darkness of 
sickness and sin.

cording to the system of. teaching 
from the green back to the tee, we 
now come to the long Iron shot. 


There is always something highly 


inspirational in '-watching a clover 
execution of the stroke with the 
iron clubs. 
To hear the sharp 
crack 'of a crisply and correctly 
struck iron shot is one of the real 
thrills, of the game to the player. 
Also the -well-executed shot with 
the iron will greatly tend to keep 
dow7i a golfer's score. 


But .we are about to hold forth 


on a discussion of my theory for 
playing the iron. I haVe already 
recorded the proper stance to as- 
sume for the different clubs.

used instead of a brassie. In fact, 
it is extremely more valuable ' to 
haul out the mid-iron on the fair- 
way when the lie of the,ball is not 
very, good, than it is to attempt, to 
go after the shot with the brassie. 
I would like to emphasize this point 
to be held in mind when the player 
finds.. it. necessary to dig a little 
after the ball in the fairway.

Once mastery of the mid-iron is 


attained, you will find that it is 
always a "sure" club to use. There 
are points about the use of the club 
which should be borne in mind i-t 
all times. One of these is that tho 
arm should be kept well into the ,-_,.,,__ 
body. 
Another is that the ball/?.?"„",£ 
should be hit on the, down swing, 
that is make the club head meet 
the ball before it has reached the 
lowest point on the arc .of the 
swing. 
I also would lay stress on the 


good reauMs to be gained by adher- 
ing strictly to the straight left arm. 
It being a fairly well established 
fact that if this is accomplished, 
better control will be gained over 
them all.

CALIFORNIA EMPLOYMENT. 


No signs of the much heralded building 


slump are revealed iu the Department of La- 
bor reports of employment conditions for Sep 
teiubcr. Building activity continues at a high 
level in practically all of the larger cities of 
the country. 


"Large construction progiams were cousid 


erably augmented during the past month," the 
Department says, "by the letting of new con- 
tracts and there is every indication that all 
tradesmen and closely allied mechanics arc as- 
sured of steady employment for some time to 
come. 
Continuation of state road construc- 


tion .work throughout the country affords em- 
ployment'! to tremendous numbers of-semi- 
skilled jmd common laborers, and very little un- 
employment is reported in any districts." 


In genera! July-and August showed some 


little abatement :due to seasonal curtailment 
of industrial activities. 
September disclosed 


large increases in five of. the fourteen . bas^c 
industries, including textiles, metal products 
.tobacco, clay aud glass, and miscellaneous. .It 
is.notable that the San Francisco.district re- 
vealed an increase Hn employment for the 
month.

The Department takes note of the fact that 


"an unprecedented number of people are going 
to California from all parts of the United 
States, seemingly desirous of settling in. the 
state and seeking employment:. .'"Thus, while 
employment has increased here there is a slight 
surplus • in certain lines,, other than butlding 
and mining where 'shortages are s'aid to exist". 
There is a shortage of bricklayers, plasterers 
and tile-setters, aud a surplus of plumbers, 
steamfitters aud carpenters.

SAN JOAQUIN AFTER GAS. 


The initiative taken by Stockton in calling 


on .neighboring counties to join in a survey, to 
determine the prospects of fiud.iug natural gas 
witliin their borders may result In the develop- 
ment of a ne*,v industry aud ;a source of mu- 
nicipal or county revenue in* the San Joaqnin. 


It is estimated that the survey will cost $15,- 


000 and the counties asked to join are .San 
Joaquin, Sacramento, 
Yolo, Solano, Contra 


Costa, Merced, and Stanislaus. 
In several 


places quantities ;of hydro-carbon gas have been 
found, discoveries which had led to a few ven- 
tures in the hopes of finding-oil. • The Stock- 
ton idea is that, even if there is'-iiot enough oil 
to pay for operations, it is possible that^ efforts 
and a small investment will be repaid m a re- 
turn of natural gas. 
From the expressions of 


the neighboring supervisors it is apparent the 
Stockton suggestion is being met with favor. 


AMBASSADORIAL POSSIBILITIES.

But If 
tho comparison is made with nor- 
mal situations, the current volume 
of production and consumption is 
not only satisfactory but Is unusu- 
ally largro'.
